Samos And Cosmos 


Samos and Cosmos, the twin spy satel­ 
lite systems of the United States and 
Russia, are apparently busy in the sky 
doing1 the some thing — taking highly- 
secret reconnaissance photographs of 
Russia and the United States. 
The United States calls its Samos 
series of 18 shots in the last year “scien­ 
tific investigation satellites.” and well­ 
informed government spokesmen have 
hinted broadly that they are spies in 
the sky taking pictures of tile Soviet 
Union. 
Russia has launched a similar series 
of secret satellites which Western scien­ 
tists note with suspicion are traveling 
in a 19-degree north latitude orbit which 
takes them over the greater part of the 
United States and very little of the So­ 
viet Union. 
The Western conclusion that Cosmos 
satellites are 
spy satellites is inescap­ 
able. 
The similarity of these satellite spy 
m issions leads one to believe that Mr. 
Khrushchev and Mr. Kennedy are look­ 
ing at the same photographs of each 
other’s back yards. 


It reminds one of the comment Khru­ 
shchev is supposed to have made when 
he met the late U. S. Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles— ‘‘I feel as though I 
knew you. We read the same intelligence 
reports.” 
Khrushchev’s little joke with Dulles, 
who probably didn’t think it was very 
funny, reminds one that in this danger­ 
ous cold war of double agents and total 
espionage both sides know a great deal 
more about each other than either side 
would care to admit. 
It’s all part of the balance of terror. 
Both sides must keep relative equal­ 
ity in armament and military capacity 
and both sides must keep up constant 
spying in every possible manner. 
Our spy satellite pictures reportedly 
allow identification of a ten-foot object 
in a photograph taken from 390 miles 
in space. 
If the Russians are doing only half as 
well, "we may conclude that every one 
of us is having his house or back yard 
photographed at one time 
or another. 
We might as well forget the old idea 
of privacy in the space age. 


The Numbers Game 


There was a time, not too many years 
ago, when to carry a number was some­ 
what of a disgrace. It was the common 
way of referring to the inmate of a pen­ 
itentiary. 
Times have changed, however. 
To­ 
day, the more numbers a man has as­ 
signed to him, the higher his social 
status. 
The numberless man can only 
be a derelict. 
The trend started back in the days 
of the New Deal, when each working 
person in the country was assigned a So­ 
cial Security number. 
The movement 
gradually picked up speed, and finally 
mushroomed 
into 
a 
situation which 
makes the human mind take on the 
aura of a computer. 
Following the Social Security sendoff, 
we were introduced to the credit card 
system . 
This added more numbers to 
be remembered. Then came the Army. 
The next real blow was the switchover 
in telephone numl>ers. 
For years we 
had been used to the combination of a 
euphonious name coupled with a four­ 


digit number; then the efficiency ex­ 
perts realized that using all numbers 
would increase the 
capabilities of ex­ 
changes. 
First, a number was added to precede 
the original four, and then telephone 
numbers became a series of digits for 
direct-distance dialing. 
Then the banks got in on the act and 
assigned numbers to all accounts. Now’ 
we deposit money, draw checks, and 
pay off the mortgage “by the numbers.” 
It was interesting to note in yester­ 
day’s news dispatches that the Anti- 
Digit Dialing League, in California, re­ 
ceived the backing of the Public Utili­ 
ties Commission. The edict forbade the 
Pacific Telephone Company from con­ 
verting any further to all-digit num­ 
bers. 
The League contends the sys­ 
tem is ‘‘dehumanizing.” 
In the interest of humanity, we must 
agree a bit with the League’s conten­ 
tion. 
Maybe we should start a cam­ 
paign to assign letters to criminals for 
identification, so that the ordinary man 
can have his dignity again.

Security Risks

WASHINGTON — The Senate 
Internal Security Suboomm.ctee 
has pried open a read can of 
worms in its mveartig'acion of the 
State Department's m ote to dis­ 
credit arx! oust Otto Otepka, AS, 
chief of the evaluation division 
in the departm ent’s Office of Se­ 
curity.

HARRISBURG—Two prime of- 
fiivrs Republican sin .legists are 
already setting hear sights on for 
next year are the elective fiscal 
offices of State Treasurer and 
Auditor General—and tho early 
saddle-up is understandable. 
At tile present time, much to 
the consternation and somewhat 
lucid frustration of the Republi- 
c a n Scranton 
Administration, 
those twx) fiscal offices are in the 
hands of opposition Democrats— 
State Treasurer Grace M. Sloan 
and 
S t a t e Auditor General 
Thomas Z. Minehart. 
This in itself creates a some- 
what awkward and nettling situa­ 
tion for tho inhabitants of the 
gubernatorial suite inasmuch as 
every little thing done by tile 
administration, 
fiscally, 
must 
pass through the sc. ret mg mitts 
of the AG and Tieasury people. 
For example such a situation 
creates those fussy and some­ 
times 
embarrassing 
moments 
and incidents as the one that 
broke over the Scranton Adminis­ 
tration domes in tho early days 
when top echelon members of 
the gubernatorial secretariat re­ 
ceived healthy salary boosts— 
which came at a time when the 
member's of Hie secretariat had 
bardy gotten their feet on the 
ground and when Mr. Scranton 
was inaugurating his austerity 
program (which has seen lesser 
lights cut to the Iuviiv.ial quick)! 


TTie pay uppages were brought 
to light by the fiscal offices— 
which when they appeared in the 
public prints were red-faeedly 
explained by the administration 
as “ errors made initially when 
Hie salaries were first set up." 
This was the first testy lesson 
the Scranton people learned in 
their newness (none ever had 
previous experience in state gov­ 
ernment) as related to the two 
fiscal offices. 
Suliscquont 
incidents 
h a v r 
underscored to Scranton profile 
the “ pressing need” for ousting 
Democrats from these two state­ 
wide elective of files and deplac­ 
ing them with in-line and eye- to 
eye-thinking GOPsters. 
“ This chance will come next 
year when the two offices again 
are up for filling for a four year 
stint. 
Actually, from n political set­ 
up. having the two state fiscal 
offices oroupied by members of 
the opposition pally is a lousy 
arrangement — something 
on

But from a taxpayer or good 
government standpoint it obvi­ 
ously is an excellent idea!

The most violent, vocal or out­ 
spoken yak-yak from the fiscal 
offices brewed during the Jam es 
Administration 
(1939-42) 
when 
Democratic fiscal officers blew 
sky-high in public protestation 
virtually every cent spent for a 
postage stamp. 
It was quite a 
running Kittle in th,vc day*. 
It drew a repeat during the late 
1930’s (but with the other shoe) 
when Republicans were in the fis­ 
cal throne rooms and Democratic 
Governor leader was occupy ing 
the gubernatorial smokehouse as 
the first Democratic to do so in 
IG years. 
Up to this point it should be 
noted that tile ruckus between the 
two current Democratic-held fis­ 
cal offices and the Republican 
Scranton Administration — com­ 
paratively speaking—actually has 
been most genteel. 
This status quo is not destined 
to continue, as Republicans are 
well aware. They are confident 
—and not without good reason— 
that the skies in all probability 
will ofxii wide in election year 
1964!
